TO BE TRIED AGAIN 


Defense Asserts State 


Chose Strongest Case, 


and Failed 


LITTLE ROCK.—A mistrial was en- 


tered at 5:10 p. m. Friday in First Divis- 
ion Circuit Court in the case of Ed F. 
.McDonald, former secretary of state, 
charged with false pretense in connec- 
tion with issuance of a state warrant 
for 5480 in August, 1935, for janitor's 
supplies. 


Judge McGeHee dismissed the jury 


which had been deliberating the case 
since 8:39 p. m. Thursday, after Fore- 
man R. S. Hunt reported that its mem- 
bers were hopelessly deadlocked. 


Prosecuting Attorney Fred A. Don- 


hum, who directed the state's case, 
said in Hot Springs "I will try him 
again," when informed of the mistrial. 
Mr. Donham left for Hot Springs at 
noon to attend a meeting of the Ark- 
ansas Bar association. 


The indictment on which McDonald 


was tried was returned in connection 
with a $480 warrant payable to the 
Fidelity Chemical Company for four 
barrels of soap August 6, 1935. I. L. 
Ziobert, soap salesman was indicted 
jointly with McDonald but a severance 
was granted. 


McDonald faces three other indict- 


ments charging false pretense in con- 
nection with issuance of warrants for 
janitor supplies. He was indicted also 
on six charges of bribery. 


Sam Robinson, chief dcfen.se lawyer, 


issued Uie followinw statement imme- 
diately after Judge McGt-hce declared 
a mistrial: 


"Ed McDonald was not only tried 


on the particular indictment involved 
in this case but all the evidence per- 
taining to every indictment ponding 
against him was submitted to the jury. 
The /act that after a great amount of 
(h.'lilioraticm the jury stood about even- 
ly divided certainly shows the state 
was unable to sustain the charge, al- 
though the state used some 45 wit- 
nesses and not a .single witness was 
put on the stand by the defendant. 
And there is no doubt the state tried 
him on its strongest case." 


After resuming deliberations Friday 


morning, the jury sent Judge Mc- 
Gehee a note asking if it could hear 
from the court reporter testimony of 
Ziebert regarding delivery of the four 
drums of soap of which the $480 war- 
rant was issued. Judge McGchee said 
the concession was not permissible.

Lightning Bolt Not 


Fatal to Airship 


Lehmann, Now Dead, Told 


of Being Struck Many 


Years Ago 


NEW YORK.-W—Capt. Ernst Leh- 


mann, veteran dirigible commander 
who perished in the Hindenburg dis- 
aster, tells in a book soon to be pub- 
lished of having once been in an air- 
ship that was struck by lightning. He 
was returning from an air raid on Hull, 
England, during the World war when 
the incident occurred. 


"We were just climbing toward a 


cloud," he wrote, "when, like an angry 
traffic policeman, it suddenly glared 
at us. Obediently I was about to give 
down elevator when there was a blind- 
ing flash. Instantly, the control car 
was as bright as daylight, and the 
thunder sounded as if we were at the 
muzzle of a heavy gun. The heavens 
opened all their sluices at one time; 
the storm struck us from all direc- 
tions. 


Lookout Endangered 


"While we were moving the horizon- 


tal controls in order to dive as steeply 
as possible, I remembered the man on 
the top of the ship. Just then he call- 
ed to me on the speaking tube: 'A 
lightning bolt struck the nose of the 
ship, 30 feat from my post. It almost 
knocked me down just as I was going 
to report that there were electrical 
discharges around me. Tongues of fire 
are licking around my head, too. And 
when I spread by hand, little flames 
spurt out of my fingertips.' 


"Inn vain we searched the horizon 


for dark holes through which we could 
slip out of the storm zone. Only lated, 
during the night, after following many 
serpentine courses, did we find a 
peaceful area between the individual 
thunder squalls. Then we struggled 
toward our home base.

skeleton lay, broadcast a report of 
the disaster to the German nation. 


"In judging this disaster," he said, 


"it must be remembered that the Hin- 
denburg was lost through fire. The 
ship had successfully completed her 
west-bound crossing over the North 
Atlantic, was under normal control in 
every respect and was making a nor- 
mal landing. 


"Whatever may have been the ori- 


gin, loss of the Hindenburg can be at- 
tributed only to one basic cause, 
namely, that of fire. Had the ship 
been inflated with the non-inflamma- 
ble, non-explosive helium gas, such 
as is used in our American airships, 
such a catastrophe would have been 
impossible." 


Earlier in the day, the Senate Mili- 


tary Affairs Committee approved a 
bill which would liberalize commercial 
sale and export of non-inflamable 
helium, of which the United States 
has a monopoly. Dr. Eckener, heading 
a German inquiry commission ordered 
to America by the Hitler government, 
indicated that the famous Graf Zep- 
pelin, now operating to South America, 
may be grounded until Germany ob-

A small percentage of children are 


born, wjth hearts which are not quite 
riornwl and which, therefore, may 


£, soine difficulty immediately af- 


may fee a narrowing of some 


of the large blood vessels which leave 
tha h/esrt, Defects of the walls of the 
heart, or o);h*r disturbances which 
malce it difficult to secure complete 
and proper -circulation of the blood. 


Thg vjctiifi of such disability suffer 


sooner or later from shortness of 
breath q|jter ffoght exertion, and occa- 
sionally fainting spells. In such cases, 
the ends of the eKikf's finders seem to 
be clubbed; Jhat i* broader and flat- 
ter than normal and he usually has 
a blue »nppairance. 


Since chi|4ren with congenitally de- 


fective Jj^aftf cannof indulge in nor- 
mal activities, and, furthermore, some- 
times have insuffcient muscle in their 
tissue, they may seem below normal in 
growth and development. 


There is not much that can be done 


n juch case?, except to make certain 
that the child avoids exercise and nev- 
er gets so active that he has more than 
,1 moderate shortness of breath. 


Such children should fc# allowed to 


lead the lives of normal youngsters as 
much as possible. They must, how- 
ever, be given a considerable amount 
of care to make certain that they avoid 
serious infection. 


Naturally, any infection will throw 


an extra burden on the heart, and, if 
the heart is congenitally defective, it 
will not be able to bear up under the 
strain. 


Tuberculosis, for example, is a con- 


stant threat because of its wide pre- 
valence among the public generally. 
Certainly a child with a defective 
hea.-t should be kept away from any- 
one with a serious infectious disease, 
a chronic sore throat ,or active tuver- 
culosis. 


It .should be borne in mind that no 


type of operation ca ntake care of a 
structural defect in the heart. The 
only hope lies in suitable control of 
the child's actiivtics. 


Overexercise ordinarily will not in- 


jure a normal heart, because resulting 
unconsciousness will stop the overex- 
ertion. If, however, a heart is serious- 
ly damaged, overexercise or overexer- 
tion may .lead to an exceedingly seri- 
ous, if ttqt fatal, result. 


When the heart is overworked, as

tions of the {{as because of its military 
value.
